Remarkable evidence was given at an inquest 
at Fakenham, Norfolk, yesterday on Noel Vun- 
lev, aged 11, who was found dead on Friday 
with a gunshot wound in the chest.

CAPTAIN NELSON. 


HOME OFFICE STATEMENT. 

The Home Office issued the following state- 
ment last night:—The following information 
has been obtained relating to the case of Cap- 
tain Nelson :—Captain Nelson was seen by the 
police at Ashburton to leave that town in a 
taxi cab on. Wednesday night about 10.40, and 
the landlord's son at Captain Nelson’s lodgings 
at Buckland in the Moors, states that he ar- 
rived there ai 11 o'clock and spent half an 
hour over his supper, talking to the son before 
going to bed. Nothing unusual was noticed in 
his appearance, and he made no mention -of 
having iust been attacked. Captain Nelson had 
lunch with the landord’s family next dav, and 
nothing was heard of his wounds until 3.30 
p.m., when a friend with whom he had com- 
municated arrived at his lodgings. The state- 
ment adds that a safety razor blade. stained 
with blood, has been found by Captain Nelson's 
landlord in the lodgings at Ruckland. No evi- 
Jence could be obtained of the presence of any 
suspicious stranvers in the Ashburton and Buck- 
land neighbourhood. 

The anonymous letter which Captain Nelson 
is reported to have forwarded to Scotlard Vard 
has, the Home Office states, not reached the 
Metropoiltan police, but inauiries are being 
made with a view to tracing it.

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FIRE IN DUBLIN.

£50,000 DAMAGE. 


An outbreak of fire occurred yesterday morn- 
ing in the Irish Curling. Hair Manufacturing 
Company's extensive premises in Brown. strect, 
with the result that, despite the unflagging 
efforts of the Fire Brigade, the factory was 
completely gutted. 

How the fire originated is not known, but it 
it believed to have been caused in the teasing 
room by matches concealed m the material 
which wae‘being used, or by a spark from the 
machinery. 

When the Brigade arrived the whole of the 
building was in the grip of the fire. Unfor- 
tunately, there was an insufficient supply of 
water, and the Brigade engine was used to sup- 
plement it by drawing a quantity from the 
Poddle river. 

When it was found that the building could 
not possibly be saved the work of the Bonen 
was directed to preventing the fire spreading 
to other buildings, including the Weaver square 
Convent Schools, and in ths they succeeded. 

The ‘employés of the company, about two 
hundred in number, were working in the higher 
storeys of the building when the fire was dis- 
covered, and some difficulty was experienced in 
getting them out of the premises. They were, 
however, safely lowered to the ground floor by 
a hoist. -The damage is estimated at £50,000.
